No. 1—ParKker HI. 


Summer term, 12 weeks, 12 pupils in attendance, was taught 
by Miss Belle E. Somers of Whitefield. Miss Somers is an en- 
ergetic worker in the school room, and attained a high degree of | 
success in this term of school. Methods, discipline and advance- 
ment excellent, especially in reading and physiology.
